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The first meeting of the new executive was held in the Provincial 
Library, Victoria, on April 24. The chief business transacted 


the appointment of the conveners of the various Standing Comite 
tees. These are as follows:

It was decided to make no appointment, for the present at least, to the Committces 
on Planning and Adult Education, Provincial Aid, and Bibliography. 


The Treasurer reported a balance on hand of $212.83, with some 
accounts from the annual convertion still outstanding. 


The grant of 350 towards tne cost of printing the check list of 
B.C. government documents, 1871-1939, wiiich was made by the nrevious executive, 
was discusscd, and it was agrcecd to carry this grant into the new year. It is 
understood that the B.C.L.A. agrees to »urchase 25 corics of the check list, when 
printed, if the price is not more tnen two dollars cach; or, if the cost should be 
greater, the Association agrees to purchase copies to the value of $50. 


A grant of $50 was made to the Publicity Committee, and the cxccu- 
tive agrced to recommend that the publication of the Bulletin be continued. 


A brief meeting of the Executive was hcld in Victoria on August 
19, but no business of moment was transacted. 


Members will recall that Mr. Sydney Weston, Documents Clerk of th 
oT Provincial Library, has been at work for several ycars upon 2 

check list of the publications of the Government of British Colvs- 
bia from 1871 (the year British Columbia jointd the Dominion) until 1938. The 
work was completed recently, and arrangements to have the check list vrinted hve 
been made with the King's Printer, whe will issue it as c special publication 
about the end of the year. 
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The B.C.L A. is subsidizing the printing of the check list to the 
extent cf $50, and o circular inquiry mailed to leading libraries all over the 
ecntinent brought such en encouraging response (and better still, so many actual 
advance orders for the book) th:t it was possible tc proceed with the printing 
at once. The price is not tc exceed two dcllars per ccpy. 


P eC The Public Library Commission reports the printing this fall of 


PUBLICATIONS two important book lists: 





Catalogue of Children's books, graded and annotated for the use of 
pupils of the Elementary Correspondence school. Second and en- 
larged edition (50 pages) 


Catalogue of books comprising the Teachers' Professional Library 
included in the Open Shelf division. 


The latter includes about 1200 titles, and consists of 47 pages. 


An elementary manual for school librarians is in preparation, 
and it is hoped that it will be ready for printing by the first of the New 
Year.

FRASER 





VALLEY The old book-van, with which the Carnegie Demonstretion pioneer- 
UNION ed the Fraser Valley, finally went to the scrap-heap this sun- 
LIBRARY mer. At the time that the second chassis was traded in for the 


new ton-and- a-half Chevrclet, the original book-van body hed 
covered 140,000 miles. The new bedy is larger and different in design, afford- 
ing considerably more interior space, made necessary by the increased number of 
schecl libraries and other agencies requiring regular exchange of bcoks. There 
is also increased outside shelf space for service of the eighty bock-van sta- 
ticns. There are now cone hundred and seventy library agencies in the systen, 
of which thirty-three are branches and deposit staticns, and fifty-seven are 
schcecl deposits. 


The policy of the Public Library Commissicn cf inaugurating beck 
srents cf gcecdly proportions to the union libraries, has proved a great been in 
the Fraser Valley. In fact the library would have been in a rather scrry plisht 
witheut this generous assistance from the Commission. Lerge blecks cf bocks 
Lcught during the demonstration period heve dissclved like the one-horse shay, 
and this timely help from the Commission has enablec the library tc meintain 
its Look stcck and to bring up-to-date certain important sections, particularly 
in the useful erts. 


a.L.A. conference visitors in the valley included Miss Julie 
Wright Merrill, chief cf the Public Library Divisicn, and Miss E. M. Fair, 
director cof the library schcvl in the New Jerscy Ccllece for Wemen, and editcr 
cf the book “Countrywitte Library Service." Each snent a full day in the valley 
insnecting varicus types cf library service and exchanging ncvice and infcrma- 
tion about corresponding library syste:s in cther parts cf Amcrica. 


Summer vacnticns cf cembers of the library staff tcck them tc 
the cther union library districts in the Okanegan and cn Vancouver Islend, where 
they were cordially welcomed and much impressed with the gccd work being dcne. 
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OKANAGAN a plebiscite on the withdrawal of Mera schcol district frem the 
UNION Okanagan Unicn Library was held in Septenber and resulted in a 
LIPRARY vote of 38-15 for withdrawal. A similar plebiscite on Oetcber 28 


in Eagle Valley rural school district resulted in a vote fer 
withdrawal. 

The withdrawal of Mnra and Eagle Valley will have no influence cr 
bearing cn the continuance of werk in the Okanazan. 


P.L.C. Liberal crants fre: the Public Library Commission tc all three 
BOOK union districts have ieen made. The books are selected and 
GRANTS erdered by the liLrury ccucerned and invcices are sent to the 


Commission in Victcria fcr payment. 


VICTORIA Since the early pert cf September, the patrons cf the Victoria 
PUBLIC Public Library have been walking on new asphalt tiling cn the 
LIBRARY main fleor cf the builcing. This tiling is a great inproverient 


over the cld wocden flccring, for the building has teen much 
quieter. 


The Library is giving a free service tc all the Services in 
greater Victoria, and is prcvidcing deposit stations upon request.

VaNCOUVER The sixth year of the library's Adult Educaticn lectures c»cne” 
PUBLIC September 13th. Dr G. G. Sedgewick, as usual, gave the intrc'u- 
LIBRARY tory lecture. The ccurse is cn "Art Appreciaticn". 


The first semester Mr. W. P. Weston, A.R.C.A., Fellcw cf the 
Rceyal Sceiety cf Arts (Lcndon), and Art Instructor at the Nermal Schocl, is <iv- 
ing twelve lectures as « basis cf art upnreciation. The second semester thirtcen 
lectures are being; siven con the art cf varicus schccls, ccuntries and individuzls. 
The lectures are illustrated with hundreds of very teautiful slides anc the lec- 
turers are well known artists and art critics. 


Althcugh there wis some question about havine an entire nrotram 
in one specialized field - nct literature - the cxperiment is proving successful, 
and no course yet given hus “cen rcre cnthusiastically reccived. 


an interestine ex:cri:ciit is unterway in Vanccuver since the es- 
tablishnent of a central collecticn cf becks for school use housei in the Vancou- 
ver Public Library. This collection will supplement the schccl library, not re- 
place it. This arrangement is the result <f an acreement between the Schccl 
Beard and the Library Beard, and sheul' it preve satisfactcry tc all ccncerned 
the result will be an extensicn and continuation of the experiment. 


The books are selected by a joint committee of schccl librarians 
and pu2liec librarians, although every schccl librarian is encouraged tc rartici- 
pate by sending in suggesticns to the ccrmmittee. The books ere then crdcred 
throvgh the Order Department of the Public Library. This consolidaticn ¢f vrecr 
in= has already increased the disccunt allowed by publishers. The bocks are cur 
lctucd in the library and prepared fcr use in the schcol litraries. Each sch: 
licvrarian visits the School Department in the library and selects the tocks fel 
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the school. According to enrollment and the number cf tocks in the pool, each 
schocel has been assigned a quota cf books, and althousth the bock resources are 
still far from adequate, eqceh individual schcol library gains the opportunity 
to use over four times the number cf titles which individual schocl ownership . 
weuld make possible. In addition to this the use of litrary facilities already 
available makes it possible tc put more of the schccl funds into the bcok bud- 
get. 


In its first year, with $3,200.00 tc spend on bcoks, the pool 
will have 2,700 volumes available for the 49 elementary schocl libraries in 
Vancouver. These represent apmroxirately 680 titles. 


The experinent is not new since a very similar form of cooper- 
ative enterprise has teen carried out in California for over 25 years.# 


NELSON The Nelson Public Library reports that the drop in circulation 
PUBLIC attributed to the mcve a year ago into new and less central 
LIBRARY quarters in the Civic Centre buildings is gradually being picked 


up. The installation of school libraries has affected the cir- 
culation of juvenile books but this is compensated to a great extent by the work 
of the teacher librarians, 


A malling service is maintained for a small nunber cf ncn- 
residents who are very appreciative of the service received. 


It is hoped that arrangements may be made for lccal »roadcasts 
ef book-talks cover the radio station recently installed in Nelscn. 


UNIVERSITY The U.B.C. Library reports that tecause cgovernnent docunents are 
OF B. C. being used more and more by the professors in their work, an 


effort is teinz made to build up the Library's collection into 
one of the best in the Province. A list is being made of feceral and prcevincial 
sovernnent document duplicates tc be used for circulation or exchange. This 
will be extended later to incluce British and foreicn cocumcnts. 


A new service is reported at U.B.C. Preprints and reprints of 
articles in scholarly journals by members of the faculty are now available on 
an exchange basis, There is already a mailing list of about 300 for the 22 re- 
prints now ready and about 1900 have been distributed to date. They cover 
Biological sciences, Physical sciences, Social science, Language and literature. 


The Extension dept. of the library reports that books are being 
supplied for two new reading courses, which are being given, for credit, at the 
University. These ore History 13: Age of the Renaissance and the Reformation 
by Prof. Cooke, and Economics 4: Money and banking by Prof. Crumb. 


The whole extension collection of books and plays is open to the 
public on payment of a fee of one dollar to the department. Several study sroups 
in Vanccuver, principally in economics, are making use of the collection. 


# "California Library Service to Rural Schocls," P.N.L.A. Quarterly, (Octobor, 
1938), vol.3, no.l. 
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The Extension department, with about 600 plays for distribution 
supplies about fifty dramatic groups throughout the province with plays fcr read- 
inc and producing. 


The Catalogue department reports that the filing cf cards in the 
Depository catalogue cf the Library cf Congress has been ccmpleted to date. It 
is kept up-to-date by the filing cf some 1000 cards weekly. 


Miss Anne Smith, Reference Librarian, has been giving special 
lectures on the use of the library, bibliczraphies etc. to the upper years in 
Forestry, Civil engineering, Physics and Mathematics, and Acriculture. 


Dr. Dorothy Blakey and Prof. Ccoke have prepared a bocklet 
(20 p.) now in press, on the preparaticn cf term essays. It is to be sold at 
cost at the U.B.C. book stcre. This shculd tre cf interest to high school libre- 
rians as well as to students. 


The Shadbelt art displey which was exhibited at the Art Gallery 
for two weeks, was moved to the University Library for a short time and caused 
much comment by faculty and students.

SCHOOL The Scheol librarinns association reports that there is now a 
LIBRARIES librery in every elementary schcol in Vancouver, with the ccmment 


that it is the cnly city in Canada so served. Elsewhere in this 
bulletin will be found a report on the experiment now being made, of ccoperation 
tetween the Public Library and the Schcocl Board in Vancouver in supplying « Cent- 
ral pool of books to supplement elementary schocl libraries. 


Certification for schocl librarians has teen authcrized Ly the 
Ccuncil for public instruction of the B. C. department cf education anc ccurses 
towards certification were given at the Summer schccol of education in Victoria 
this year by Mr. Walter Lanning, Librarian cf the Vancouver technical sch:.l, an:

WAR AND It is only huren thet ene cf cur first considernticns is - How 
THE LIBRARY will the war affect litraries and their work? For we know that 





we cannct shut cursclves up in cur ivery tower ani isolate our- 
selves from scnething which, sconor cr Inter, is bcund te affect everyone and 
every activity in some way. It hes alvency made itself felt by thcse libraries 
meking tock purchases abrcead, especially in what is now an enemy country. It is 
now inpcssible tc import any books cr ~ericdicals from Germany. A patron of the 
Untversity Litrary rerorted that a Geiocnn work on Anthrerelcgy, destined ulti- 
mately for the Library was burned “y the customs on orders frcm Ottawa. Inter- 
library loans are also effected, as it is nc lonzer possible to import a German 
work cven for that prurrose. 


It has also been ncted that some articles have teen onitted frer 
British technical pericdicals to avoid civine information to the eneny. Alsc nan,’ 
free cocunents fren Great Britain have been stopped owing to war economies. 
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The Public Library Commission has already turned its attention 
co the question of book service for men enlisted in the Canadian defence ser- 
vices and is strongly of the opinion that educational and recreational book 
service should be given to those withdrawn from civil life. It feels that 
this is a responsibility of the Dominion government, but as Ottawa has no 
nation-wide book service organization it will have to be deputed to provincial 
bodies already organized. Provincial library commissions are the logical 
bodies to take these responsibilities. Representation has been made to the 
Minister of national defence conmveving the willingness of the B. C. Public Lib- 
rary commission to assume responsibility, and tentative plans have already been 
made to that end while awaiting « repiy from Ottawa. 


Mr. Peter Grosszan, Librarian of the Vancouver Island Union 
Library and Secretary of the B.c.L.A. has been called up to join his Regiment. 


At least thirteen members of the staffs of the Vancouver Public 
and U.B.C. Libraries have enrolled in courses in first oid or home nursing. 


NEW _P.O. The new low postal rate on books mailed to borrowers within the 
& CUSTOMS Province is five cents fcr the first pound and one cent for each 
REGULATIONS extra pound. This includes return postage. To teke advantage 





of this low rate the library must apply to the Post office for 
& license number and a die tc be used in printing a label. The charge for the 
die is three dollars which is refunded when the die is returned. The lebels 
re printed by the library according to a standard form, giving the name and 
‘Jdress of the library and stating that return postace is prepaid. This label 
is used by the bcrrower when returning bcoks to the library. 


When the library mails the books to the borrower the outside 
f the wrapper is stamped: 


"Ccntents: Library beoks only, mailed at reduced rate authoriz- 
ed by the Post office Dept., Ottawa." 


If the label is pasted on the inside cf the wrapner the borrower simply reverses 
it when returning the books tc the library. 


The first item cf interest with regard to the Customs regula- 
tions is the remcvel cf the three rer cent cxicse tax. The second is the 
following paragreph appearing in the "*Bcckseller and staticner" for Octcber 15. 


"We have received official ccnfirmation from the Cormissioner 
cf Customs that the cause cf many headaches anong publishers sellinz to 1ib- 
rgries has been remcved. New custcens rerulaticns allcw customs ccllectors to 
take publisher's statement when bocks are ceing imported for rublie libraries. 
Formerly a certificate was necessary from an cfficial of the library and often 
this was so hard to secure that the »utlisher paid the duty himself. Now all 
that is required is the signature cf the publisher cn the usual certificate." 


A.L.A. For a long time we have been hearing a great deal about the 

REORGANIZATION work of the Third Activities committee cf A.L.A. which has 
been studying the structure and functions of the crgeanizaticn 

to determine whet changes may be advisable. The committee's report appeared 
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in full in the June issue of the A.L.A. Bulletin tcozether with the ceneral recon- 
mendations which were adopted at the San Francisce conference, June, 1939. 


It is expected that action on this repcrt will te taken at the 
midwinter meeting cf the Council in Chic:gce, December 27-30, and criticisms and 
sugzestions with reference to the re;o1rt will be welcomed by A.L.A. These should 
be sent preferably not later than Never-ber 15. 


&.LA. It is worthy cf note tiiat at the A.L.A. ecnference held in San 
CONFERENCE Francisco last June British Cclumbia was represented by no fewer 
than sixteen members, which nust indeed be a record for B. C.

BILL OF At the conference in San Francisco last June the A.L.A. council 
RIGHTS passed the following Library Bill of Rights. 


“To-day indications in many parts of the world point to growing 
intolerance, suppression of free speech, and censorship, affecting the rights 
of minorities and individuals. Mindful of this, the Council of the American 
Librery Association affirms its belief in the following basic policies which 
should govern the services of free public libraries. 


1. Books and other reading matter selected for purchase fron 
the public funds should be chosen because of value and interest to people of 
the community, and in no case should the selection be influenced by the race or 
nationality, or the political or relisious views of the writers. 
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2. As far as available material permits, all sides of questions 
on which differences of opinion exist should be presented fairly and adequately 
in the books and other readinz matter purchased for public use. 


3. The library, zs cn institution to educate for democratic liv- 
ing, should especially welccme the use of its meeting rooms for socially useful 
and cultural activities an? the discussion of current public questions. Library 
meeting rooms should be avail:.ble on equal terms to all sroups in the connunity 
regardless of their beliefs or affiliaticns."™
